and tied w ith strong cord. 
“C hristm as Parcel” should 
be 
m arked plainly on the outside of 
each gift, and addresses should 
be typew ritten or printed legibly 
in ink. A duplicate address should 
be included inside each parcel, 


as well as a list of the package’s 
contents. 
It takes much longer for a par­
